The Survey Of the Deaf 
In Indiana 

A number of years ago the I. A. D. 
attempted to have establish in In¬ 
diana the position of a field work¬ 
er for the deaf. The committee 
which worked on this project made 
out a list of objectives for the pro¬ 
posed field worker. One of these 
objectives was a listing or a sur¬ 
vey of all the deaf residents of 
Indiana. 

It was not until the expansion 
of Vocational Rehabilitation, made 
possible by the passage of Public 
Law 113 by Congress in 1943, that 
a position along the ideals of that 
early I. A. D. committee could be 
established. This created the op¬ 
portunity for the survey to be car¬ 
ried out. 

The survey was started in June, 
1945. Up to date there have been 
practically complete returns from 
27 counties. Incomplete returns 
have come from about 25 counties, 
while the rest have not answered 
or no deaf persons have been lo¬ 
cated there. These returns have 
made a list of about 1,200 deaf 
people in Indiana, not counting the 
children in school. On a popula¬ 
tion ratio basis and from different 
sources it can be estimated that 
there are about 1,500 to 1,800 deaf 
people in Indiana. Since, however, 
there has never been an accurate 
count of the deaf in Indiana this 
is only an estimate. We have, 
therefore, listed only about 70 to 
75% of the deaf in Indiana. 

The survey has been carried on 
by means of helpers in each county. 
These helpers were requested to 
send in a list of the names and 
addresses of all the deaf residents 
of their counties. The lists then 
were copied and sent to one or two 
other persons in the county for 
check on errors and omissions. The 
files of the I. A. D., N. F. S. D, 
and other sources were also used. 

Thanks are due those who have 
so generously helped in this survey. 
A prompt reply from those who 
have not yet sent in their lists will 
be appreciated. Anyone else who 
wishes to help is welcome to send 
in all the names and addresses they 
wish. Postage will be paid. 

In order to make an accurate 
listing of the various types of work 
in which the deaf of Indiana are 
engaged, the types that are most 
profitable, and the types that are 
most suitable, a questionnaire wall 
be sent out. This questionnaire 
has been made rather detailed so 
as to try and avoid the need of 
sending out another questionnaire 
later. No one is under any obliga¬ 
tion to answer this questionnaire,
